The Annual Show is nou over and done. I'm sure that everyone 
who attended had s great time, From reading the minutes of the 
meeting, it lacks like a lot wes accomplished, Especially in the 
form of the revised constitution and by-laus and the splitting cf 
the bi-color classes, All of uhich lesda me to the first of the 
subjects I uant to cover, 


From reading the minutes of the meeting I soe that all of 
the points from tha bi-color classes for the Chicago shou uill 

be put into the AUC Bi-color class, This is for tha Chicago Shou 
only and is due to the Pact thatthe change must be published in 
the Bulletin before it can take affact, All of the subsequent shous 
will have the bi-color points go into thelr respective classes for 
the ronainder of the year. Now, I am sura that a lot of discusolun 
wont into the question of whara the points for the bi-color paints 
of the Chicago Show would go. I'm also sure that the above result 
i» in nccardance with IFGA rules, 1 alsa feel thet the decision 
is totally urong, 


It ie urong in that it gives whoever ie shoving in the AOC 
bi-color clasa an advantage, In somecases it may be a slight ad= 
vantage, true, but in nthor canes there is a distinct advantage 

In past yoara, to vin the bl-color class, yau had to shou in more 
than one of the bl-color classes in arder tn have a chance to win 
the bi-color claas championship. The same uould havo been trum 

this year but for the nov rule dividing tho bi-color class, Nou ue 
are in the position where thase poople have gathered a lot uf points 
which are giong to go into the AOC bl-celor clans. Thay will have 
the edge on momeona who only shove ADC bis, Besiden that, ua have 
Poopla who have nou AOC bi-color points but who only show red, blua, 
or graan bi-culors, Ua are nuu telling than to start over uhile 

the AUC bi-colur peoplo can keep thair paints, This is fair??? 


Can anything be dona about this problem? As I sea it, un have 
tuo possible solutions. Number ona fe tc completely tnrou out all 
bi-colar points far the Chicago Shou, I don't think thia ia tha 
bust solution but I would be ablo to live with it. Solution num- 
ber tuo vould ba to hava the biscolor points go to there reepept- 
ive bi-color class, I know about tha rule saying that changes must 
be printed in tho Bulletin ang this may soom to be an inaurnount 
ablo obstacle, but it isn't, fhe IFGA dalegates mede thin rule an 
it seuma to me that thay can üaivo the rule for the one shou. It 
has been done in cther legislativa bodies for a goad cause so I 
don't see why it couldn't he done here, A third solution wouid be 
for tbe bi-color split not to take affect until the 1978 Annual Shou, 

1 hope that those of you thet read this will think about it 
and I hope each member club uill talk uver what I've said and come 
to some kind of decision. I also hope that someone will bring tho 
question up at the April maeting. I don't think this is a question 
Ue can just lot be, 


The second subject I uant to talk about is in the form of a crit-

icism, Let me say first off that ue can't do anything about it 
mou except to see that it doesn't happen again. The complaint is 
in the way the Chicago Shou judging wes handled. Now I uaa there 
and I know of the paoblen of the one can of water. I can also 
think of a feu reasons why they judged as thoy did, It also could 
have bon handled better, The Chicago Shou rules stated that jud- 
ging unuld be done Sunday morning, Mainly, I think, because of tho 
aforementioned water problem and the fact that s lot of fish were 
dying because of it, part of ths judging uas dono on Saturday 
night right after the banquet, I did not haar nor du I believe an 
announcement uas made of this change, If I hadn't walked into the 
Pxhibit room a short uhila lator, I would have missed somo valu- 
sble judging experience, But the main point £a that only PART of it 
Was cone. Only thetank classes and s fay of the other classes uere 
dene at this time, It vould sosm ta me that an unfair advantage uas 
given, unintentionally, to somo oxhibitore, They had their tank 
Entrlos Judged Saturday night uhile most of the other antrian uere 
judged Sunday morning, Thair fish uera Judged unile olive Satur 
Say night but were found dead Sunday morning. The single entries 
not Judged Saturday night that ware alive at that timo uere found 
send Sunday morning, thus effectively eliminating them from the 
competition, Somo af thesa fish may have uon if they had buen Jude. 
gad Saturday night, The same could be said of the tank ontries that 
Won, for the raverse reason. That is, those that uon Saturday night 
may have buan dead Sunday morning, ln inuLvidual color classes Lt 
ule have a small offect on class championships, I hope you ran 
ono tha point I am trying to make, 


Another thing that happened ums that observero vere mot silou- 
ed to attend the Judging Saturday night, When I want to my first 
guppy. ahou four years ago 1 vanted to observe the judging und woo 
Luli r oou1d not because due to linited space, tho had limited 
ihe number of obaarvoro on tha list, Than last. yaar uhon our club 
hod s shou and san intotha sano problom, ua tried to du tho sane 
thing hut uara told that ve couldn't. Nov at Chicago thay elimine 
atad observers for practically onm thire of the judging! I ask you, 
does this mako any Sense? Üne club can, ons club can't and a third 
Giub does sonothing conplotely differant! If thora fantt a rule ra= 
Garding cbderyers, well there certainly should be. I Leave it for 
you to decidat 

As far as the uay tho judging uan conducted I cannot iay all 
the blanc on the chicago clüb, The mombers ofthn Judging beard and 
ihe delegates fron tho various clubs vers slao thero and sone of 
the biome unuld have ta go to thom too. Reallabically, I don't 
think thie problem has come up before and tho Chicago club, Im 
Sure, did uhat they thought uae right. I bring up the subject to 
point out the things should be discussed and hopefully prevent it 
Fron happening again.

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MEDICATIONS FOR FISH- AN-UPDATE by Juhn Farrell Kuhns 


father than making this article a formal paper, I uill try 
to keep it as an informal report...,an updatess.» on uhet is cur= 
rent in research on fish diseases and modicationse 


Thare has recently been discussion around tha aquarium in- 
dustry about a nau technique that may soan revolutionize the treat- 
ment of fish diseases, The technigua, as I understand it, ipvol- 
ves immersing the fish to be treated'in a special solution (hyper 
tonic) nf aleutrolytes so that partial dahycration occurs, Next 
the fish is placed ina plain water solution of a lou molecular 
weight antibiotic (i.e, chloramphenicol), The result is that the 
fish's tissues become flooded uith tha antibiotic uhon the fish 
takes up water to mdjust for the osmotic imbalance created by the 
first dip, 

This treatment technique allows lor rapid systemic appláca- 
tion of the antibiotic. Diseases caused by wuscuptible bacteria 
would quickly bo treated and hopefully cured, Ze watching gor more 
on this. 

Un another subjact, aro tuc papers of interest concerning the 
effocta of certain parasiticides and antibacterial agents on the 
nitrifying ability of recirculating systems (i.e, undergravel Pil- 
ter beds), Both appear in the Journal of the Fisheries Resources! 
Board of Canada. 


he first (by M.T, Collons, J.R. Gratzek, D.L, Davo and T.G, 
Numetz, Vol. 32, )11, (1975), pagan 2032-2037) reporta resulta that 
show that the uae of's single dese of notnylenn blue in a recicu- 
lating syaten causa "conploto cossetion of nitrification” for 16 
days and a concurrant risu in toxic ammonia concentrations, The 
authors therefore rocommendad against the uwe of methylenu bluo 
in recirculating systewa, 


Tha uen of nix othar recog Formalin, mala- 
chite groan, fornalin-malachite green combination, copper sulfate, 
potassium permanganate, and sodium chloride had no apparent ad= 
Verao elucts on the uyatans being treated. 


In theother paper (Vol 34, 1976, pages 215-218) thu same auti 
ore tostad throo antibiotics, a sulfa drug, a nitrofuran, and a 
knoun nitrifácation inhibiting product, The results shaved that a 
single trearmant uith ana of the antibiotics, erythromycin, at a 
lovel of 50 mg/liter (50 ppm or approximately 190 mg/gallon), 
the recognized therapeutic level, caused the stoppage of nitifi- 
cation and a risa in bath ammonia and nitrite concentrations, 

Essontially the sane results obtained uith the nitrifi- 
cation inhibitor (2 chlor 6 trichloromethyl pyridine). Tha other 
antiblaties, chloramphenicol and oxytetracycline (both at 50 mo/ 
liter); the’ sulfa, sulfamerizina at 50 mg/ liters and the nitro- 
furan, nifurpirinol at ! mg/liter ) showed no ill affecta on the 
nitzifying ability of the recirculating systema, 

aution is therafare advised, The use of either methylene blua, 
by itself or as sn ingrediant in another medication, ar erythro-

(Jim urato the follouing article o few years ago for the 
local aquarium society publication, The Piah Nat. T 


1 eot up a 15 gallon tank uith yellow clay from the Maumao 
araa, The clay vas damp uhan I put 1t int the tank about tuo i 
wep. (It's bantur to work with when clay in moiat,) I put ten 
Jungle Val plants and one Amazon Suord plant in thin tank before 
I added tha water. When I did P111 Lt, nothing insido tha tank 
van visible, four days later I could just barely mako out the 
planta, The uator uas still very cloudy, At this tima I added a 
sick female guppy as I had read in many books that tropical fish 
ara wadlly overcome by ailt, The water pomainod very cloudy for 
about six weoks, Then I could seo tho plants better. There wad a 
very fine poudar on the loavos from the silt that had sottled Pr 
the unter, I slnost forgat tc mention, thoro uae no filter arair 
stane in this tank, There uaa a heater and sn incandescont re: 
Flector uith tuo 25 watt lamps, Tho fomalo guppy recovered fron 
her illness (ich), She seened fing ao I addàd six more fenalos and 
four males, Ona fanale died the naxt day, the rast soemod fino, 

Throo days later there uere young in tho tank, After four 
mors weoks, tha uate: became crystal clear and most of tho val 
Plants were sending off runners, The sucrü plant soened to be 
Uying.....cnly ane green luaf.... 

Tha guppies multiplyed quickly, I fad the young to larger fish. 
Tn tuo more ueuks the val had multiplied theee0fold= 30 adult 
plants, The sword sconad dead but I left ite roots planted, After 
another four useks I removed 30 Jungle Val plants, leaving about 


ants sin the tank. Thore ware some green aprauts from the 
suord plant roots too! " 


Faur more weeks and the val uas ever running the tank, There 
was only about s 6 inch square not cevercd, The suord plant une 
growing very slouly, The guppios were daing fine....lost no more 
fish. I did not change any water in tha tank since set up, only 
added fresh tap water from tima te time a» needed.

HOW MUCH FODD DO YOUR FISH Neco by Midge Hill 


Many factors affect the amount of food Pish nowd for opti- 
mum grouth....body size, age,uator tamperature, type of foad fed, 
activity, stross, ote, 

As a general rulo, amallar fish need mare food proportion= 
ally than large fish, bocause small fish hava relgtlvoly more body 
surface through which enargy (in the form of heat) i» lost to tha 
Vatorr If the smaller fish ola0 happens to bw a young fish it will 
Fuguire avon nor» onergy because more of the intake goes touard 
growth, As the growth procesa tapers off, the Poad requirements, 
docroane as mora of tha intake is used directly for activity. Iou= 
over, unlike animale, fish continuu to grow throughout thair life 
apan sc aluays need sona protain available for tissue grouth, The 
youngor finh also newd moro frequent fueding as» food passen quick- 
ly through their small digestiva systema. 


Vater tamparature has quite an effect on food roquirementa, 
For every rise of 10 degreos in unter temperature, tho metabolic 
rate of fish doubles. (Schaoperclaus, 1933). Thus if all othar 
things uere equal, you would expect fish held at DU degreos to 
naad tuice as much food am fish held at 70 dagrees, Of courao, 
thu quality of tho food is also important to this ratio so tho 
difference cannot be measured in bulk alone. 


Fish fad high calorie diats need leas food than fish fed on 
lou calorie diata, The composition of tha diat alao affects the 
amount of energy thet will be avallable to the fish's body. An 
all-protein dint ould give tha most anargy, but this also ine 
creases the mctabolic rato as it takos more energy to cid tha body 
of the increased nitroganuus vaste products, A diet combining car- 
bohydrates (vegetation), fets, and proteina provides a better bal- 
ance, The fata and carbahydrated provide immediate energy and allou 
a larger percantage of the protein to gs tovard groubh, Gn the 
other hand, too much carbohydrate or fat cen cause problems uith 
sore Fish, 


Fish have a higher energy requirement during spauning, not 





only aecause the inezessad activity burns up mors energy, but also 
because part nf tho caloric intake is used tn produce the eggs. 


The more active the fish, the higher is its energy require 
menta, Many environmental factors increase activity 


Lights: bright light enenurages more activity than dim light, 
andthe longer tha light period, the langer the Tish we- 
main actives 

Increased water flou: such as occurs when filter action i 
stepped up or uhen a current ix wet up by a rofill hose, 
Causes more active suimning end so incroases energy ro- 
quirements, 

Reduced oxygen contant of tae uator: increases the respir- 
atory rate and tho enargy requirement 

Organic poilutionzincrenseo motabolian and the need for in- 
erensad food. Fish vaste products arn a form af organic 
pollution ap "they accumu! sta in thé enuivonmane, en 

Physical handling or fright or angthing that similarly in- 
craoses the reapiratery rate will also require more sn-

With so much talk theeo days abaut the energy crises and tha 
escalating costs of fuels, aquarists are beginning to uunder hou 
much the hobby is mosting thom in terms nf bnezgy consumption. 
Ank the average aquarist how much his neu SS gallon set-up coat 
him and he can tell you...usunlly to the paany....hou much ha apent 
op tha tank, the hood, the stand, the heaters and thernimeters, 
the filters, the gravel, the Tish, the fish food and medications, 
But ask him hou much it'costs to heat the tank for a month, how 
much electricity the lights, riltara, and air pump consume, and 
he probably cannot even guess the amount, 


Perhaps it is tino for us to take a look at our fish roams 
to seo hou much energy ue are consuming and hou much tho hobby ia 
costing us in hidden expences. With thi» as my goal I made a liot 
of all'elsctrical appliances in ny Lshwacm along with their 
wettagos (usually printed on the sida ce botton of the appliance) 
and calculated the number of hours wach is uses per month. De- 
termining the hours of usuago for Ltams such as pour filters and 
air pumps uhich ar» on all the tina and lights which ara controlled 
by a timor uas easy, But figuring about hou many hours a heater 
la umod per month is a little moro difficult, fy first inpulne 
Was to watinate it as 100 hours a month, but that would bo gn 0d- 
ucatad guage at bast. £ fánally decided’ to connuct a timor (lace 
tric clock) in parallel with the heating elenant to dotormine the 
number of hours the heater pperated during a 24 hour period, The 
25 Watt heater (sat ot 75°F) um» in n 1D gallon tank without cover 
or light and heavily moratad to provide uniform tenpuraturs thr- 
oughautthe tank Sinca our hone io hentad hy sil, fuel allücntion 
nocesaitated a room temparaturo of 68°F during tho day ond GA'T 
at night. This experiment showed that maintaining a 10 gellon tank 
gt 7-11" above room tenporature requires about SOG watt hours or 
} KUH of oloctrtedty per day. Tho figures for energy use nnd cost 
Sf operation of other fish rion appllances sre tabulatod in Tanio 
A 

An oxpmination of the table ahous that most Piah room appli- 
ances, with tho exception of tha space heater and air conprenucry 
cost Little to operate, A pouar filter can be run 24 hours a doy 
far a quarter or 50 cents a month depending on unttagn. Flouresc= 
ent lighta, because cf their much lower wattagea, cost only 1/5 
as much for uperstion as incandescent bulba, Small vibrator pumpa 
cost only Be for a mantha usage, A Diaton Filter con be run for 
four houre at a cost of about jg. 


Electricity is mot tho only faftor involved in the coat of 
maintaining an aquarium, Tha water in the tank must ba changer p 
igdically, and ms every homooune: knous, the cust of uator is a 
ignificant part af the monthly utility billa. Where I reside ater 
casts 67g per thousend gallons, This moana that en aquarist whose 
tank capacity is 100 gallons and uha changes 1/3 of his water per 
week uill use about 133 gallons at a cost of about Je per month, 
But thia coat is fnr cold water, Heating it to 75*uill add an addi~ 
tional 2.7 cents por month to his bill. If the aquarist adds walt 
to his water at the r lespoon par 10 gallons, he must

allau an additional 4 cants for tha walt. Thuss figures shou thet 
for most hobbyists the monthly casts in changing uater ara insig- 
nificant. 


Table 2 shows tho total cost of maintaining a 10 gallon a= 
quarium at 75'Ffar a month, This cost is about 69 enz use 
than the monthly cast of vatching a color television, Using those 
figures as a guide and taking the hypothetical casa mentioned at 
tho beginning af this article of tha aquerist with a 55 gallon sst- 
up, it will cost him $3.64 a month to maintain his tank, This cost 
ia quite lou, especially uhon compared to tha initial cost of his 
set-up. As far as energy conaumption and maintainance costa are 
concerned, the aquarium hobby is quite inaxponeive.

The shipping and racelving of aut-af=teun entries has made 
Possible bigger end battar shous throughout the countrys., it has 
also caused bigger and better headachas, But because it isan ime 
portant part of our shou program, it is the responsibility of both 
exhibitor and show chairman to make the shipping and receiving of 
fish as easy and afficiont as possible, 


Mistakes have causod nuch bittornuss, but in all falrmass, 
most mistakes have been mado cut of ignorance not out of any kiad 
of malice (those people usually ship THEIR OUN fish [n the game 
ünsstifastery manner]. Exhibitere shipping Pish suld DEE the 
monstrous task tho show conmitten has ele it in procescine core 
200-300 shipped in entries, and make tho registration or thoir on 
snérlos as easy as possiblo, On tne other haod, tha shou conni tees 
hae a duty to the exhibitor ta see that ALL fish aro cared Tor em 
ueli as thd efficiently o» is physically poasiblerre rand revered 
promptly and carefully uhan the show la over, 


To facilitate tha shipping and receiving of outside entries, 
we hova compiled the Following lists of 003 and DON'TS, Many of 
these details are nandlod difforontly by different clubs and thero 
ar» undoybtly other effective methada uhich cluba hava found uork- 
ed wall (uhich uo hope will be sont in to peas along to others),

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THE GUPPY SANE by Norman Hill 


In the last article, I stated that ue uc ld lock at the intro 
duction af a neu characteristic ino an established strain of gup- 
ples. However, it might be bettor te first of all delve inta soma 
introductory genetics, A great deal of excellant breeding verk has 
been dona uithcut any knouledga of genetics but, in many cases, such 
a knowledge is often af cons;derabla valua and enables one to pre- 
diot the results of cdrtatn crosses if the genetica involved are 
knoun and so help us in the future. 


For the benefit of those not versed in the terminology of gen- 
otics I will first give a brief introduction uhich many of you may 
wish to skip over. Each organism consists of many millions of Live 
ing cells and within each cell are a number of thread=like struc= 
tures celled chromosomes, The number of chromosomes within tho coll 
is normally constant vithin a species but Varios botueen species, 
Humans and guppies share one thing in common....each cell has 46 
chromosomes, These chronusomes can be clearly seen under a micro- 
scope after boing stained uith suitable dyes, The chromosomes can 
be varied in length and shape but thay occur in pairs; one Fron 
Sach parent, On each chromosome, arranged like boads on a string or 
poas in a pad, are tha genos, Tha ganes carry the hereditary char- 
acteristica of the organism and tho messages sent by the genes do- 
termine uhather tha guppy will bo blue or ted, delta or vail, a 
male or a fenale, Each gone will govern one or more characteristic 
While soma characteristics may bo affected by several gones uithar 
an the same or different chromomas, For example, rad color in a 
guppy ia caused by at least 4 gene, A guppy uith only 2 or 3 of 
these gane» will not have as intense a color as ona uith all 4. 


Changes in organisms occur uhan a mutation or shange occurs in 
a gens, The vant majority of such mutations -are harmful to the or- 
genism and, in the wild, such an organiam will not aurvive to pase 
on tho meu characteristic, Our presont day large tailed guppies 
would be so hampered under natural conditions that they would bo= 
come easy prey for pradators, The rare mutation, wbich assiste the 
organism in its battle for survival end reproduction will gradually 
become spread through the population and become the standard. This 
is evolution, The breeder of fish could not survive in the ulld, 
the breeder can insure ita survival on his tanks and fix it in Mia 
straine 


Some genes are dominabt; that is only one gana from ono parent i 
is required for the characteristic to shou, Othar genos are reces- 
sive; it requires tuo ganas (one from aach parant) for tha charact- 
eriatic to shou, If an organism recaivas tuo genes for the same 
choractoriatic it is said to be homozygous for that characteristic, 
If it has only one gene for the characteristic uhlle tho gane from 
the other parent does not carry the characteristic then the organ- 
iem is heterozygous,

bady the guppy must be homozygous for gald, If g represente the gold 
gene end C the gene for the normal gray body color, a gold guppy 
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will be gg, Gg being heterozygous carries one gene for gold but vill 
appear gray as vill GG, homozygous far gray. The GG and Gq guppies 
will be indistinguishabla aa far ae body color is concerned, but 
they are genetically different. If us cross a gold guppy to'a honos

These are the X and Y chromosomes, If a fish hes one X and one Y 
chromosome it uill be a male, With tuo X chromosmes, the fish will 
be romalo. malis. 
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From tha chart uo soe that ue wlll normally expect SO females and 
50% malas, Naturally any one broad will probably not be exactly 
58-50 ratio, Somo strains may consistently produce more thab 50% 

Of one aex and this ía probably duo to some ueakname carried on one 
cr tho other of tha sex chromosomes causing warly denth to the young 
of ane sox nither beforo cr after birth. 


Ganas catriod on either the X or Y chromosoma aro sox linked, So 
generally the snakoskin pattern i» on tha Y chromosome and hanco 
Vill aluays bo passed from father to son and can nover bo produced 
in the fomales, This moans that it is a fairly simple matter to in- 
troduce the anskaskin pattorn to strains of guppiea, A male snako- 
skin crosaad to a fomalo of any strianuill produce all snakeskin 
malu offspring, I have hoard of ona atezain in California uhors the 
anekeskin uill only have the geno on the X chromosome and hence can 
pase it to only hla daughters. ‘I dd not know if the females vill 
actually shou the snakeskin pattern evan if it carries it on both 
x chromosomes, In thia case a further complication could arise and 
that is a prnblon of sax linked dnharttance, 


Tho large delta tail of tha male guppy doas not shou in the fe- 
male, Houever, the lamale probably carries thu necessary genes but 
those cannot be wapressad ince their a€tion ide supprossed by tho 
fonale hormones in her system, for some years it was thought that 
only the male guppy uas important in, breading since all the desir- 
able characteristics such as color and largo tail uere only express- 
ed in the male and so must bu sax iinkod and the important genes 
vere on the Y chromosomes, Nou ue kpou that the fomale must carry 
Oll these penes if ve uish to produce show guppies, Unfortunately, 
the sex linked nature of thesa genes makos it very difficult to 
know whether or not the female is actually carrying thosa important 
genos, One way of partly óvercoming the prablam is to treat the 
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females uith methyl testosterone (mala hormone) until the sex 1 
ed characteristics begin tp shou, This must be carefully done or 
you will end up with either sterile or deed females,

Panagus or as it is known throughout California Emperor Plecostonus 
is tha most attractive of the Placastomus that I nave seen, This fish 
grous to over a foot in length and is a beautifully striped manher 
Of the Plecostomus family, It is a good algae eater but again is 

not advoraé to eating regular Fish food, 


Thereo are several othor fish that are called algae eaters but 
1 have not had any experience uith then so cannot in any vay conmont 
on tham, Among these other fish iw the Drange-trinmed Suckar cate 
fish, Stoniella Leopardua; and that odd loaking ereature the Stick 
Fish uhich is a member of the Farlovella species, I have nut had 
much experience uith thi», I have not gana too heavily into dascrip- 
tions of those fish as most of the good books today have thom listed, 
Not only do they give descriptions but pictures a» wall. This ix one 
of tho reasons that I hava given the sciantific mamo, so that thay 
can be looked up, 


All algae oature should have same vngetable matter in their diat, 

is tan be accomplished by feeding lettuce leaves, spinach, greon 
baans or zucchini, An algae eatorw diet should bo Caterod to so as 
to maintain your fish in oxcellant health, Alea, do not figure that 
they will mat the loft overs unless you know that there is enough 
loft over for then to be maintained in a healthy conditions This 
last nortains to all catfish, I hope thiu helps you in determining 
which algae ester id best for your size tank.

OUTDOOR POOLS AND GUPPIES by Trula Anderson 


It's thet tima of the year again, Those of your who haven't 
tried putting some guppies outside for soma of natures good old 
sunshine donit know what you're missing, You wouldn't believe the 
brilliance of color and how well thay thrive, 


{von a children's plastic uadinp pool. With oll the aroa spaca, 
you don't really need air, nor do you nead to syphon ae ofton, T 
Unually just syphon every third waak, but I do add fresh water each 
— as it ovapcrates, 


1 use water hyacinth becaumo it is a good pond plant vith braod 
leaves for shade, Its bushy roots are an ideal hiding placa for 
baby guppies. Une way I've found uhioh oliminaten or kapa the 
dragon fly larvae doun to practically nil in to wash tho planta 
uenkly, i keep a 5 gallon bucket far thes purpose and vigorously 
dousa the plants once a ueok. You'd be surprised at the nunbur of 
orittore you get with mach dousing 


Another tip I'd like to pasa un to those uith pools ia to plac. 
a light over one edge of your pool. 1 happen to have oome extra 
tunk hoods uhich are handy for this, Each night I turn on the 
lighta for an hour or so, uhich in turn draws quite a varioty of 
ugs, I hava the light as close to tho edge of tho Uater as pos- 
{blo ao the majority end up in tha water as fish food. I only 
Feud dry food once a day at 9 in the morning, In the afternoon 
1 give than some tubifex worma, But hs night buga soon to round 
out a purfect day and sveryona goes to slbep on a full tummy, 


As I said before, you uouldn't believe tha brillance of color, 
Laat year I had one'pool I called my 'hadge-pbuge pool’, Just for 
fun and to ses what would happon I put s feu from sach Ar my 
strains, I got tho uildeat variety of colors you could imagino... 
from violet to purple, chartrauss to brilliant green, canary yel- 
low, orange, and oven’ some shades of bright pinks, it was like 
looking at à rainbow. 


Last yaar I usad my culls for outdoor ponds, This yaar I plan 
to usa selective breeders, Unfortunately, | can only set up 2 
or 3 poals, Since I nou hava 75 houso tanks, this is about all 
I can handle, So I wan't have my 'hodge-podge tank’, though I'd 
really like to try to develop soma af those colors that came 
through, 


Another thing I noticed vas that my females had larger caudals 
when groun outdoors, It's dnfortunate we only have about throe 
months outdoor time, If tha night is cool, it's wise to cover 
your poola with boards or tha equivalent, 

The difference in color bstucon tank mates and those raised 
outside is fantastic and thay sean ta hold the chlor for s long 
time aftor being returned to thoir original tanks. Everyone should 
hava at least one outdoor pool even if it's just a 'hodga-podge po 
pool", You'll find the experiment in color very interesting.

STRESS - DOES IT REALLY AFFECT THE HEALTH OF YOUR FISH? 
by Linda Miller 


Wa!va all heard tho term 'atross', probably most of us have 
geen it on occasion in thefish ue keane But does it really af- 
fect the health of our aquarium spacimena, and if en, nou/ 


Universally accepted is the concept that the fittest uill sur- 
vive, be it man or fish, or microbe, In orderto insure that man 
has à chance at survivalagainat the constant invasion of bacteria, 
viruses, and tha fungi, an intricate network af chomical protect= 
ors and’ microbial killars exiat uithin ua, known as our immune 
system. Whon alloved to so the fob far which they uere designodd, 
all ia in balance end hoalth is maintained, 1t is the samo for 
Fish. 


In order that wo might understand tho aflacts stress might hava 
on the immune system of fish, it is first neccesary to understand 
how that systom Functions. 


The body siima (mucus) promoted by healthy fish im the first 
or prámery dofonae barrier oftho immuna system. Conte nad uith- 
in thie slime or mucus layor aru proteins (antibodies), Anti- 
bodies attach thomsolvam to familiar back making thon more 
vulnerable to distruction, ohould they penetrate tho skin. A= 
nother possibility, though unproven scientifically to dato, is 
the question of uhether the olime might not also contain onzynes 
capable of immediate bartorial doatrustion, 


Thu next stago of the dofonse Staten ie comprised of two parts 
working together in harmony when tho nawd mrised, yet capable of 
working alomo in particular instanses, They aro callud plasma 
colla and lymphocytns, 

Circulating inthe blood stroam and alno found in tlosuu spaces, 
plasma celle are capable of responding to the preoence of tho in- 
Vader by producing protien molecules called antibodies, Tho pri- 
mary function of the antikodios is to attach themoenves to the 
bacteria, (opsonization), enabling cells calles macrophages to wn- 
gulf and dustroy then, Portions of the bactaria itself aids in 
its oun destruction, since ito protein componente stimulate tha 
activity of tha other badyrolle within the fish called lynpho- 
cytes, Uhan a lymphocyte comes in contact with beckeria, it touches 
it, somehow picking the antigen off the surface of tho bacteria, 
aiding in the identification. Tho lymphocyte races back to the 
nearest antigen, enters one of tuo arcas uithin the nodo, Beet? 
area, it Literally touches thousands of B-cells, which azo than 
activated into plasma colle. Thasa plasma cells in turn go onto 
produca billions of antibodies, spacificelly suited te deal with 
the patticular typo of invader, 

The lymphocyte then returns to the site of investon, releasing 
a subatance knaun as lymphkinous. Tho lymphokinass atirack the 
bacteria killing micrphages to the site, 


IP, gn the ether hand, tho Lymphocyte enters the T-cell, it's 
status is transforaed as inthat of other lymphocytes, from mos=

sange: to agressor, Entering the circulatory system, they aeek 
ut tha invader and attach it to themselves. The lyaphocytes 
Vill need tha mecrpphages for the final assault, then release 
tho lymphokine, 

Like any good movie, the battle fatigued troops hold off the 
invadars until the cavelry arrives,.,.,enter the macrophages. 
They mave in on the disabled bacteria, engulf 1t and raleaso ar 
enzyme that destroy the bacteria, much in the same vay that Qan- 
tric juices sid ud in tho breaking down of fond in digestions 
Evantually, the microphgaes rid thenoolves af the bacterial, co- 
bri Quite an intricate system, perfectly balanced, working 
together touard one common goal,...defensivm inmunitys 


How then is thet balanced system altered during periods of 
strasa? In the face of crisis, tho hunan body undergoes certain 
chanical changes uhich allou Ze to adapt to tho crisis or atress, 
If you are startled in a darkened room, your respanee im immudial 
Adranilin is rushed to your heart via the blood strean cauding 
your haart rate and braathíng to accelorate, Your musclos are 
Supercharged so that you may fight or floa, Aftor the crisis ia 
ovar, you fool limp, shaky, drained, the result af tha inoronaad 
hoemonal activity, 

Theneed for survival ia thu aang uithin fish, During poriods 
of strosa, ouch as confined far shipment, combat with a tankrato, 
or simply thu contuaton of being in an aver crouded environmant, 
the fish must adapt to survivo, Adaptation is the rosult of chase 
ical changes within the fiah. Fright signalo tha nood for an in- 
creana in the levels of hormone output, including adrenalotortl- 
cotropic hormone (ACTH). Onca in the bloodntream ACTH atarts a 
chain roaction, resulting in the raloase nf upinephrine and corti= 
mol from tha adrenal gland, The epinephrine incroases tho fishte 
ability to respond tha distress, atrangth to fight or apood to Pleo. 
Tha incranond levele of cortinol agnist tho linh in adepting to 
those strosa conditions, and if not prolonged, little harm js 

However, if the stress condition in prolonged, as it is uhen 
you are trying to nat a particularly evasive specimen, hu be- 
ones oxhaustod, and ia very aueceptabla to shock. Stress ba- 
yond this paint could easily result in imediato death, The ine 
creased chonionls that had allouod him tc romain uncaught vere 
also interfteing uith his immune eyatom. 

Increased levels of carticol hava bean documented as having con- 
siderable influence in decreasing the effectiveness of tha basic 
parts of the immune systems in mammals, That 1t should have sin- 
ilar affacts on the immunity of fish is a reasonable assumption: 
Noted ara tho decreadas in the production af antibodies and Lynpho= 
cytes and a limiting effact on the ability of macrpphagos to one 
Gulf and destroy bacteria, 

1 think that it is nocessary to point to the fact that the fish 
most likely harbars the potentiel for innumeroble diseases in

much the same way that it has beon theorized that exch man pase 
Basses tho potential lor concer within his cells, Laboratory r= 
gearch indicates that bacteria is over present not only in tha fish 
but in his environment, Yet they ore healthy fish nono the loss, 
because oftheif immunes system is in balance, While this should 
noi bo construed as anabsolute atatanent that only stresacd fio 
vill become ill, think it leavas little doubt in oue minds bhat 
serious attempts tn eliminate a» much stress fron our fish aa pos- 
sible could very much bsnofit thair longevity and nur satisfaction 
With oursalves as competent aquarists, 


Hou can ue eliminate, or reduce the amount of stross that our 
fish must endure? There aro several simple stepa, Flininate un- 
necessary handling and padicel water changas, Avoid the isolated, 
catch him in dim or early morning light. Uhila in a resting stato, 
it's protty onay to not him without a chase, If fish must De trani- 
ported over long distances, arrange to have pure oxygen in the ship- 
ping bag, Protect against continual fluctuations in tamparature, 
Don't make drastic, instant changem in lighting, Rt night, turn 
the tank light of? e couplo minutes before you turn out the room 
light, Raverem the process in tha morning $f your tank ie in on 
araa uhora natural light dows not penetrate, a» in thm caso of e 
3ub-loval family room, Basically, oome strove can be oliminatod 
simply by having e considerate attitude ragarding tho typa of un- 
vironment you provide for your fish, Tho rouarda are worth the

guppies should be fod several times a day to get good qrouth, ao 
Our eager budding aquarist did ma the favor af encouraging the 
growth of my Pish by coming tuica a day ta feed the prasceibed 
daily dosage, I think by rou you can imagine tho situation at the 
ond of three vooks....cloudy, fouled tanks filled with dead or dy- 
ing fish....the Pah room that smelled lika s stagnant bog and a 
fish sittar thet was close to tears becausa he could not find the 
solution to tha'üisease! that had gotten into my tanka, Moral- 
Don't hive a fish sitter unlass you are sure they actually knou the

"b food, Since thin seemed proferable to tha polluted tanks fran 
risfeeding, I just valked out, closed the fish room coor ond lefte 
Ull, tno literature may boright about 14 days but thet 15th day 
i» literally murder, Tho porcentaga of fish alive on my roturn 
uaa really considerably higher than before, but peoring rasontfully 
back at me from mant of the tanke vere a sad array of skinny, hol-

I imnodiatoly throw in generous portions af food to attanpt ta 
Till up those hollow bellies, Thin uas a big mistokol The hungry 
Fish gobbled up so much of tho fry food that many had bloated and 
diad before tho next day, Enu zusultt I had more live fish thon 
pfter tho firat exparinont, but I had loarned sama vital facta,

1 am defin- 
itely againat ouch procedures on the fish for the altered ganopu- 
dium lacks the clau and hook structure uhich ia naoded to make 
proper contact for copulation, Item 3-l* you use sperm from 2 
different males to inseminate a virgin female, you definitely may 
get a mixed brood of young, Therefore, I purge my syringo uith 
hot water inbatuaen to prevent crosa contamination,

Was being used, tho fish uere fina, Anothor quick filter change 
(sing Pitter Moss this tins) couplou uith a 5O% water replacec 
ment and the fish uere back on tha road to recovery, i'm plesaod 

ta report that all the fish are again acting normal. 

To bring all ef you up to dete, sono years back 1 stumbled 
on the fact that 100% polyostor (pillou stuffing) could ba used 
as a replacenont for filter floss, Tha conveninnee end savings 
Was all tho impetus I nooded as I quickly convertadall my amal- 
Yer tanks over to this method, Granted tha tanks had a tandency 
to "yellou-up" or get cloudy but the fish seemad to do well in 
spite of it. My wife, Pat, has taken care t» inspect mach bag 
closely before purchase ta assure that tha matarinl "looked" okay, 
Dbvisusly, as the old adage gops, Teen can bo doceiving". 

1n crder to avoid further cries from contaminated tanks, I 
caution all of you not to purchase "Poly Filler" produced by 
Tylor, Ince of Tyler, Toxas for uso in your filtors, I'm not 
condohning ell pillou stuffing as bad for fish, but if you should 
find a brand that io not toxic to flan, by all moens,,.otick with it,

Gafore 
thay knew it they had made acquaintances with people who had 
tha some basic interests, One tank lod to another, then an= 
othar, Soon they had gona the route of keeping many of the 
different species of tropical fish and had cone to the con- 
clusion that those colorful little creatures ue call s guppy 
had cought thair fancy, These ware uhat thoy wanted to work 
on! There wasn't going to be much incolved; all one had to 

do uaa put a male in uith a fou females and every three to 
Four ueoka there would ba a group of neu babies. They uere 
fortunato ta livo in an areo uhare there waa a group exclu- 
sively dmdiented to thoir favorite fish, They uere 'nookad!; 
thoy had been bitan by tho 'bug' and were on the verge of bo- 
coming a "Guppy Nut", Tahy wanted to try to bread and raine 
prizo winning quppios, WOU.,,,uore thoy urong in thoir baliofa 
fn hot uas invalved to achiove thoir dreoma and expectations! 
Does any of thie sound familiar? Oo you knou of anyone who 
startad out this uay? Could this possibly be the uay you got 
startad? 


Aftor some time and liataning and following tho advico ond 
suggestions of more knoulodgoable breedars, our hobbyist im 
nou ready te age if he ha» boon putting tho mony basic prin= 
— hb had learned into practical uso correctly, Ha had 
boon conplinonted on same of tha fino specimens ho had brad 
and raised but a quastion always poppod up in hia mind... s+» 
"Hou would my fish compare against othars in their oun color 
class", Thare was only ona way to find outs entar a shoul! 


Next month a local aquarium society would be hosting an 
all spacied shou.,...n parfact situation to noo hou good his 
Fish really are, Boing a local shou, there wasn't that much 
of a selection af cdlor classos-most vore combined classos, 

Our hobbyist, of course, was pvorjayed that he won a faie 
share of first, second and third place auards, But he waantt 
really satisfied because he still didn't know how good hia 
Fish really uere, Ho realized he uould be fooling no one but 
himself if ho thought the results of that local shou proved 
anything. 

The specialty club our hobbyist belongs to is a monber-club 
of IFGA. He subscribes to the IFGA Bullotin and invested $2 
and purchaded the "Blue Dook",,,tho 'Bible! for anyone seriously 
Interasted in releing and breeding guopion,,...and gave him 
some of the quicelines of uhat a judge looks for uhen eval- 
Usting each class during competition, Unfortunately, the club 
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GIVE THE 


our habpyist belongs to is considered to be in an 'out-lying' 
aroa and doesn't have the opportunity of seoing prize winners 
very üften,,..not even via slide programa uhich IFGA doesn't 
soen to uant to make up periodically for the benefit of the 
beginnors or outlying clubs, Our hobbyist has an idea of 
what he should be breeding for but nothing to compare his 
fish against, Sone of his friends uere shipping out some 
entries on the IFGA shou circuit so he decides to ship a fou 
into ‘the next shous...the suprene test for a serious guppy 
broader: 


Uhen the fish uoro returned from the shou there uoro oward 
cards returned in the shipping crato, Ho had shipped six 
entries and placed 3rd and 4th in a olosa in which thera wore 
14 entries, Ha couldn't got to a phono fast enough to let 
othare knou of his sucoss in-his firat ventura into tho BIG 
Timo, Ha enters othar shows, placing in some and doing nothing 
in sihera uhich has him n 1ittin confused, How could it bo 
thet a fioh that placed second in a shou where there uere a 
dozan entries, do nothing tuo vooks later when there wore 

only six fie antorod in tho class? Gut tha big question in 
his nnd £a uhat does the entrioa of "Joo Smith have that 

— beating hin out? 


There's only ana way to lind out, Next month uns tha Ane 
nual IFGA Coavantion and Shou and unless ho soos for himeolf 
what keeps boating him out he couldn't and wouldn't bo sat- 
dofied, Ho decido» to go... «eto hell with the tens ,hu!1l 
find some vay to come up uith the money tho namo uoy hà seems 
to find the monay to support the hobby and kaap it going. 

He hopos ho will bave tho opportunity of mowting his conpot- 
ition and other breeders and, at tho sane time, see hou IFGA 
— by attending the meutings 


Dur hobbyist flies up to the show, entere hio fish and also 
has an opportunity of attending a julging seminar whare he 
picks up many important and helpful hints, Ha gets tho chance 
to maet many of the top breeders that ha knows by namo and ra= 
putation only and during the coursa of converstione is given 
breading techniques that must surely help him out, He reall 
wae surprised when he ua» tapped on tho shoulder by "loe Sni the 
the man uha uas conaletenely beating him out and they sat and 


talkod for hours discussing uhat each was doúng and hou they 


uero doing it, "Jon Smith? was even going to ship him sone 
young as he could introduce a neu blood line into hia strain. 
Never in his wildest droana did ha expact thie long-timo, 
top-name breeder to speak so fraoly and oponly and encourage 
him-and uidh him good luck in the up-coming shou year, To 
him, "Joe Smith" wa the personification of what he now thought 
the hobby uas all about, He also put his nana daun ofi the 
list of observers for the shou judging and for that one ox- 
perience tho entire trip's expenses uere uokthuhile, That

wenkend uas a real learning experience, 


yes, it ues quite a learning experience for him; soothing 
that he uguld probably nover forget but maybe it uas too much 
of a learning experience, On his flight hone and for days 
afteruards he thougl/i: about sone things he prnbobly would have 
preferred not learning, He found out that IFGA has one show 
Fule that is unenforceable uhich he feela goes doun to the 
fundamentals of shouing fish on the IFGA shou circuit, Ho 
hed overheard stories that seaned unbelievable. He knou that 
rules are cütaasionally bent butir true, a mockery is being 
mods out of the rulos and the dedicated breuder, After tho 
judging amd tho shou Was open to the public, he saw and over-' 
heard people standing in front of certain bouls and tanks 
stating that thouo Piah had to cone from tho Far East or 
Singaporo, He didn't give ton much thought to it until he 
sou some enne" ho had met standing in front of tho same 
tanka, shaking thoir heads, nnd riaking the samo commente, Our 
mobbylat friend qverheard other conversations, but ho nerely 
shrugged thon off as jealousy or bad blood but how much can 
you just shrugg off? "Wiere there's smoka, there's Firol 
Unt percentage ia fact? Ho io deoply disburbed and starts 
thinking. A Breader puta countless hours of hard work and 
apanda much of hia hard nasnad money in selactive breeding 
into the raising of a calor strain or ntzains and then Pinds 
aut ha may ba competing against "importa"? At htio tmo ha 
— himaelf a seroius broader uha i» a hobbyist, Ha 
trios to put himsalf in the place of this other hobbyist and 
thinks hou can anyone really compote with an importer or 
Uholoaaler on an evan plateau? Ha roalizes that this compnt- 
itor dependa very hoavily on consistently winning. The more 
he uina the bigger and larger his profits uill bo, He also 
Fealizes thot thie person has, the benefit of Uncle Sam under- 
Uriting his expanses os s legitimate tax deduction am a lice 
ande buainoss, Guppies to then aron't o habby..,.it's thelr 
Tivolihood! Sure, it's a feather in your cep if you beat hin 
Gut in any class but on an overall lovel can you really com. 
pote uith hin?  Ian't it o hobby wo'ro active in or ts 1t just 
Guay to giva additional exposure to a feu "professionala" uho 
ara using IFGA as a ateppino stone for greater financial gains? 
l'knau that in most local aquarium societies shave I've avor 
beard of hobbyists conpate agninat hobbyists ond dealers age 
Binet athar Gei ue. In a recent AGA Convention Shay doalers 
Were only judged against othor dealers; not against hobbyists. 
1 wonder if any sordous habbyist-bresder had ever had these 
thoubhto and uithdraun from the shou cirouit in disgust ar 
frustration? 1 con see where a breeder who hae won a large 
amount of ausrüe deciding to "nail Order", As long ae thay 
aro othical and shouing and selling fish that they have bred 
and raised in thoir oun tanks andnot doing any importing, 
thay are, at laast in my opinion, not counting on this as his 
anly end'main source of income, only supplenentng and help- 
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ing offset the expenses that his hobby is costing him. 


Don't get me urong! I feel that overuholming majority of 
breeders aro serious hobbyists uho are competing in the spirit 
of true compotion, It is unfortunate that there aro a very 
Tinitd fau uho müst uin, nat caring uhat type of othios thoy 
use to justify that ond,” The vard gets around about these 
practicas and possibly others may start thinking P they 
Gan do it ond got aumy uith it, uhy shouldn't I try it?" 

That is tho fear that 1 havo because I have heard it from 
Novices: to the shou circuit in my oraa, My standard onsuor 

to that, en I haar it, is "Why rot just go out and buy a 
trophy!’ It vill have the samo meaning." , 


1 have never really had the opportunity to sae a copy.of 
the IFGA Constitution and By-Laus to see what the procedure 
stated for flaking changes pertaining to this uhat I consider 
an all-important concept... .the basico of IFGA Shous, There 
i» no way that ue can Legally challenge anyone in proving that 
he has bred ond raised his ontries in his oun tanka, There 
is no way that ve can force a broader to open up his fish 
room for inspection wo uo can sca tho difforent stagen of ouch’ 
golar atrain ha te entering, flaybu, ao it vill no longer be a 
force, us should delete the section that sonovhare status 
that gach ontrant must have brod and refecd each entry in his 
oun tenkm, Thare ia an appropriate quoto by LaHurd that may 
bøttar aum up my foalings; Just dolote the vord 'tromendous', 
"I undératand thora $a e tranendous amount of poopie de 
just won't comply because thera Za no enforcement," 


Another alternative might be to limit entranto to thos who 
are not in tho impotting or wholesaling of tropical fish, I'm 
curious to know uhat tho majority of IPGA monbor clubs uould 
think of this and if they agroa, vould bo willing to go along 
vith it, using proper parliamentary pracodurus, and then put 
it befote IFGA Gor a vote, Just realiza one thing. If this 
should over como to bo it' most likoly will louer tho amoubt 
of antries in your shou and thoreby lower the entry feos you 
would receive ond cut doun on tho margin of profit if you 
ore fortunalte to make a profit, But thon in retrospect 
might more of the nouer breodora and samo of the old-timora 
decida to start shoving un tha'circuit knowing that they will 
be competing against hobbyiate, not an inporter or uholo- 


I'd like to hear the opiniona, both pro and con, on this 
topic, If enough hobbyista and member clubs agree maybo 
something cna be doma! Letts give the guppy hobby back to 
the habbyist,.,,for whom it uas moante

ara dissolved in uator. Lungs can absorb oxygen only from the 
Gessous air, If gilla and lungs could teach each other, wo 
would be ablo to breathe under vater and breathe 
in the air.

PREJUDICE GUPPIES by David Schondulneyer 
In uorking uith strains of both gold and gray bedied guppies, 
I hava had the misfortune of buying a malo, placing it in a tank 
of females (üifforent body color than the male), uoiting a month 
and finding nothing happened, For auhile I had tho samo problem 
in my oun guppies, At first I thought maybe tha male uas sterile. 





PREJUOICE GUPPIES, 


This pas not the cage: though, since he vould successfully mate 
with females (of sang colar) of ny oun stock, 


Therefore, I decided it uas dua to seme other cause and 
looked further'into the matter, I placed him back in the tank 
with the females of apposite body color and observed his behavior, 
Tar several days ha vould remain in a private carner of the tank 
by himself (except for feeding timo). A fow mora days and he got 
to the point he would inhabit tho rest of the tank but still had 
nothing ta do uith tho females (af different body color). By this 
point I began to think it uas duo to n learned prejudice, since by 
placing a female of his color in this tank he would inmediately 
bagin courtship with her, I om suro nou that even guppies form 
projudices, 

To sum it all up, 1 sald earlior I had the samo problem in 
my oun stock, Wall, Í solved the problom by inserting a few fonalas 
of opposite color into ny ell male tanks (of ane color only). 
Since, I have not had this problem oxcopt uhan buying malos to 
cross uith ny stock = I'll find one or tuo that still exhibit this

Una day while | was on jury duty snd on my lunch break, 1 
happened to pasa a vitamin füod store, That very momont a funny 
fooling cama over me to stop and look around, I thought of all 
the natural organic foods that they had to offer, At that nonant 
I got an Lda to conduct a cortan experiment on my guppies, I 
looked around until I found thiu name brand called "Protein From 
Tha Sea", The real clinchur to this food uas that it vas over 90% 
Protain, 1t also had a wido seloction of organie fonds gathered 
Fron tho battam of the sea and mado into a fine powdered odibie 
food, 


Hoffman'a "Protein From Tho Sea" is a natural organic blond 
of animal protein (fish) and sem vegntation, It contains uhoat 
gorm, caseinste of nilo, organic moa and breuer!s yoast, in bio- 
logical valua the percentage of absorbed protein, retained for 
grouth, and maintenance. Little thought ia given to tho vast 
Wsalth'of the nutritional treasures that are hidden in tho soa, 
let me emphasize that thie food ia for human conaupption. 1 also 
purchased a bottle of beef liver pille which had to bo crushed by 
hand and than strained into a fine pouder, I then mixed thoac 
tuo high nutritional and body building foods together ta form o 
good combination for my ogpariment. 


The actual test uas made on a batch of young guppies about

three weeks old, Thay uero all from tha same female ond wore

from the fenalos and placed tham in about 30 gallons of uater sach, 
There wero 35 males and 40 females that 1 used to conduct this 
experiment, 


T have alusys usod a large ouríoty of high protain dry foods 
in tho past so I continued to feed than the sano, I also usod fresh 
frozen baby brine shrinp which I freeze mysolf, and the most impor- 
tant of all foods ia live baby brine shrimp, 1 uill single out tha 
tuo major foods that I base by experbont on; 


Thesa tuo foods that I used are o high protein dry fond called 
— 1t conbains About 70% protein. Then thoro ia "Protein 
from tha Soa" uith beef liver added. This contains guer 90% pro- 
tein vith a full body building ingrüdiont, 


J poulo fond my fih easly in tho marning (betuoan 2 and 3 
tines) baforo I left for work. Those foods would consist of crab 
meal, baof moal, shrimp mool, trout meal and a couple of their 
combinations, I also uned frozon baby brine shrimp in the morning. 
Thay vould not got a feeding again until I returned home in tho 
gvonings Uhen i returned hono T fed thom a genaraue portion af 
Tatra flin, in a very fine form, Latar on, in about 1j hours, I 
wovld food thom baby brino shrimp, Then, maybo in a fou houra I

The symbol pH stands fer tho negative logarithm of the 
hydrogen ion (He) concentration. More simply: It ie tho naoure 
of aoidity and alkalinity. The aynbal ph ia. folloued by a number

There aro mony reasons for a pH change in tho aquariun. Those

Nou ua cone to symmotry, which may be defined as tha overall 
pleasing appearance of tho fiah in the proper proportions, A» vo 
are locking for a balanced fish and tc soma cegreo this will dopand 
on what the individual judga foole i» a proporly balanced Pish. 

The pointing of thowa tuo fish uauld'ibe opan for discussion between 
tho judging team. 


While fish /! could uaa a littlo mare dorsal size the overall 
eymmotry i» pretty guod, Fish /2 = while having a much larger 
dorsal appears someuhat over balanced im ratio of unreal to body 
ind caudal sizo, So far duanriptiva purposes I uauld pivo fish #1 
a saven for symmotry and fish #2 a four or at most a five, So tho 
decision could ga tho other vay, 

While on this train ef thought, ue utilize three judges on a 
team, And if thay cannot come to an agrepment on a clase a fourth 
Senior judge is brought in to assist, And it has occassionally got 
to the point where a whole now judging team is brought in along 
vith a couple of senior judges abserving and assisting, 





MORE ON JUDGING. 


Some classes uith closely matched fish aro tough to judge, 
And most times oach one of tho top fish must be pointed using the 
plus and minus ayaten, 


ha for calor ue do have one basic veaknoss in aur point system 
and that is the Bi-Color class, In this class you may enter Piah 
having tuo shados of the samo color providing it is at last 25% 

of the secondary ono, Or you may enter a fish having tuo differant 
basic colore, ideally on a 51% of the primary and 492 of the secondary 
color, Thus'a variegated green could go into tha Green clase or 
Dlus/ürean Bi-Color class, or both, Tha same could bo said of the 
Blue class, Perhaps the solution would bo to state that the Bi- 
Color have tuo different basic colors - not shades of tha some and 
thonposaibly add  Glue/Graon variegated class. 


Tho main problem I notico at shows is judges falling to 
follow thru on color judging onca the proper caudel color is 
Wetermined, A feu I'm sorry to say ignore the rules of body and 
dorsal calor pointing once the caudal colo: ia established, This 
seems to bo especially trua if tho Fish ia large, 


And occasionally in the caudal of bha lnrge fish if there to 
a eacondary color it is ignored in o supposodly solid color clasns 
Simply stated, if the proper matching colar ie not apparent ony 
other color ia considered an absencn of color and no points for 
thot aroa are given. Sa 1f for instanca you nro Judging a Rad 
class = tha caudal, should be rad along with a rod dorsal and rou 
color in the body, If say, tha coral uns broun no color pointa 
vould ba given for tho dorsale All thin im basic judging procoduro 
end should presont no problema if the rules aro folàouod, 


1 think jugos sonotings got off am a tangent on their 
thinking» allowing cortain factors to affect thoi judging habits, 
M1 thay havo to do to got back on track ie to start pointing the 
fish again according to the accepted atendarde. When judging 
hatched fish tha mothod that works out best for mais Judging all 
tha fish as ono fish and at tho end adiing the correct nunbor of 
points for similarity. As an wxample = uhon judging matched males 
you vould point the body firat as to sizə, color, shape and condi- 
iion. Thon you vould puint the aannd males body’ tho sane ways 


Suppose one malo had a 5 point body and the other male a 7 
point, by combining tho tuo ond dividing it vould acd up to a 6 
Doint'body size, Tho same ould hold trum in color, condition, otc. 
Judge the caudal and dorsal the sama uay, comparing one fish against 
the other using the point systeme Dy this mothod you only nead work 
with 100 points and 10 points for similabity, Uthoruise you neod 
110 points for aach fish or in total - matchad males 220 painta, 
bboodar females 330 points os brenda: males 550 points, Perhaps 
yau vould fool more comfortably using 550 pointe uhile judging 
brocder males, It doosn't make any differance, use which ever 
syston vorks out best for you,

MORE ON JUDGING, 
Uhen actually judging I use a plus point method usually 
working uith abaut 12 points on tha top S fish, This is still 
using our official point system, but rather than say 8 points for 
male body size and 5 points for the other in single entries, 
just use plus 1 for the 6 and O for tha five, The samo thing 
Gould apply on caudal and dorsal, This makes for a very efficiont 
ond relativiy fast judging sy&on, On the 10 points auardad for 
similarity, it moana just that, The fish aro supposed to match = 
in siza,shapa and color, This is important so be vory critical,

of Judging.
